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Impaired 
driving 
charges 
way up 


Provincial police in District 9 
have mixed feelings about the 
results of this year’s RIDE initia- 
tive. During the month of Decem- 
ber 1994 officers in the area from 
Picton to Bancroft and Belleville 
to Kingston St ae 20 per cent 
more vehicles (24,268) than last 
year. 

As a result of the extra effort; 
police were able to charge 26 
drivers with drinking and driving 
offenses and issued 96 roadside, 
12-hour licence suspénsions. Sgt. 
Paul Thompson of the Distnct 
Traffic Unit reports that this rep- 
resents a 300 per cent increase in 
the number of charges and sus- 
pensions over last year’s Decem- 
ber totals. 


On one hand police are pleased 
that their extra efforts paid off and 
three times as many drinking driv- 
ers were removed from the road. 
However, as Set. Bryan Pollard 
points out, “we are very concerned 
that that many drinking drivers 
were out there in the first place. At 
this time of year particularly, we 
put a let of effort into public edu- 
cation and awareness programs. 
Our priority is to prevent crime 
and accidents.” 


Officers are at a loss to explain 
this sudden increase, but will con- 
tinue their efforts to make our 
communities safer.

Madoc man fined $7,000 
for trafficking bear parts. 


A Madoe man was convicted 
and fined a total of $7,000 for 
illegally purchasing black bear 
parts contrary to Ontario’ s Game 
and Fish Act 

Jae-Chul Shin, 42. of Madoc 


. pleaded guilty Jan. 3 betore Jus 


fice of the Peace Thomas Walker 
in provincial division of Ontario 
Court in Belleville to two charges 
of dlevally purchasing black bear 
gall bladders. Mr. Shin was ini 
He charged in Madoc on Jurc 

. 1994, when he first purchased 
five gall bladders for S500, and 
then again in Markham on June 
21. 1994, He was fined $3. 500 for 
each charge. for a total of $7 000 

Betty Boo Wok Shin. 38. of 
Madoc also pleaded guilty to ile 
vally purchasing black bear gall 
bladders. Mrs. Shin received a 
one-year suspended sentence for 
herinvolvementinthe Hleval pur 
chase in Markham on June 21, 
199d. 

The charges followed a year 
long undercover investigation by 
Conservation officers from Mui 
istry of Natural Resources” Tweed 
and Naparice offices. The investi 


gation was prompted by com-~ 


plaints and information from the 
public about illegal trading in 
black bear parts uf a convenience 
store in the village of Madoc 


Following the arrest. Shin told 
investigators he did not sell the 
gall Madders but pave them to 
larfuly/ members. 

Shin stated that he and his wite 
used the bile from the bladders 
after receiving advice froma To 
ronto doctor tramed im traditional 
Korean medicine, The couple 
were seriously myured ina head

Some of the other bladders 
were given to Shin's brother in 
Brantford to help treat a bad back, 
aus well as to his mother in To 
rot

“A ‘substantial amount of 
money wsomvolved in tie sale al 
black bear parts” saad Rew Fa

“While the threat of bene 
charged may not affect the de 
mand for animal parts, perhaps 
the stiff fines will deter people 
Ese selling them,” he added.” 

Upon conviction, the penalty 
for illegal trade in pame animals 
and parts can carry a maximum 
fine of $25,000.

As operating 
costs for the program have re- 
mained relatively constant, this 
means the net program costs have 
decreased. 

All this has translated into a 
diversion rate from landfill of 
approximately 45 per cent, mean- 
ing that, on the average, Centre & 
South Hastings residents are now 
throwing out slightly more than 
half as much garbage as they were 
back in 1989, 

That is an impressive start, but 
itis sll far short of the, 71 percent 
waste diversion target set by the 
Centre & South Hastings Waste 
Management Board and agreed 
to by all participating municipahi- 
ties. Clearly, while many resi- 
dents are working hard to do their 
part, others sul have a throw- 
away mentality.

Campbellford woman recovers after being 


beaten, terrorized by escaped murderer 


By Rolly Ethier 


Like many other people in the 
community still outraged by the 
breach of security that allowed a 
convicted murderer toescape from 
the Warkworth Correctional In- 
stitute, Camipbellford town coun- 
cil wants answers and is seeking a 
full investigation. 

Meanwhile. a popular, 72-year- 
old life-long Campbellford rest- 
dentis recovering at her home on 
RR4 after a harrowing experi- 
ence at the hands of 40-year-old 
Paul Emest Morgan, a dangerous 
and desperate convict who broke 
out ofthe medium-secufity prison 
last Thursday. Morgan escaped 
by hiding in the back of a Burgess 
Food Supplies van from Kingston 
which was delivenne food to the 


prison kitchen where the inprate— 


was working. 

Helen Donald ts still trying to 
put the nightmare behind her alter 
a day of terror. She was abducted 
at knifepoint by Morgan, who then 
forced her to drive him to Toronto 
inher red GMC pickup truck. The 
kidnapping occurred in 
Campbellford’s downtown area 
aftesMrs. Donald returned to the 


truck after shopping. Morgan 
pushed her into the truck and or- 
dered her to drive. 

Freedom lasted less than 12 
hours for Morgan, who had been 
serving fourconcurrent life terms 
for murder and robbery. He was 
captured by Metro police at about 
8:20 p.m. Thursday night as he 
attempted to get back into the 
stolen truck, which was parked in 
an East York shopping plaza in 
the Victoria Park--Danforth Ave. 
area. 2 
Police found two maps, a ham- 
mer, disposable razors and a pair 
of glasses on the truck’s front 
seat. J 
Although she was still so un- 
derstandably upset she was refus- 
ing to answer media questions 
several days after the nerve- 
wracking experience, Mrs. 
Donald at first reportedly drove 
around incircles hoping to attract 
a police rescue. 

As they drove to Toronto, 
Morgan attempted to alter his 
looks by shaving off his beard. 
When they arrived in Toronto.

Purchase of Ontario co-ops 
by Growmark “‘is good deal’ 


Affihation with au new supply 
company based in the United 
States is 44 vood deal -for 
Warkworth and Camphbellford 
Co-ops, and more than three dozen 
other cooperatives around the 
province, says Wark worth Co-op 
manager Kelly Boyle. 


Growmiark Inc. recently pur- 
chased United Co-operatives of 
Ontario's assets for $34 million 
or $45 million Canadian. It marks 
the first time an American agri- 
cultural cooperative has under- 
taken this type of venture. ' 


Boyle says Growmark buys in 
tremendous volume and the pro- 
vincral co-ops needed their buy 
ing power. The big regional coop- 
erauve from Bloomington. Tl. 
will provide improved service to 
customers, Boyle points out. 

Growmiuark is a regional agri- 
cultural supply and grain market- 
ing cooperative that markets prod- 
ucts under the FS trademark re- 
tailed through asystemof 90 local 
member cooperatives in Illinois, 
lowa and Wisconsin. Grain mar- 
keting services are provided by 
nearly 100 grain member coop- 
eratives in the same three states. 
In 1994, the company posted op- 
erating camings of $19.4 million 
on sales of S884 million (U.S.) 
and retumed $17 million in pa- 
tronage refunds to members. 

Terms of the deal includes the 
purchase of feed mulls, dry ferti- 
lizer storage facilities, a distribu- 
tion centre and SO per cent owner-

Common sense definitely 
‘not in NDP vocabulary

The fun of snowmobiling tour- 
ing can make you throw caution 
to the wind. But don’t forget that 
sleds carry us far beyond normal 
help. Sobe prepared before head- 
ing Out into a winter wonderland 
that can tum nasty. 

If your plans include trailering, 
reduce the potential of roadside 
headaches. After a season's dis- 
use, axle bearings may be seized 
or tires may not support the load - 
similar to my knees after a sum- 
mer’s pigging out. Grease and air 
before loading sleds, or risk dam- 
aging res, ego and maybe more. 

Carry at least one spare tire. 
Besides the one around my waist, 
I carry two for long trips, one on 
a hitch bracket and the other in-. 
side my vehicle. Make sure they ‘re 
sized to match and up to pressure. 
And don’t count on your car jack 
to lift the loaded trailer. | prefer to 
use a heavy duty, upright jack. 
Chunks of 4 by 4 block up the 
trailer to prevent it rolling. 

Check that your vehicle’s tire 
wrench fits your trailer wheel lugs. 
| use an “X” shaped universal 
wrench and slip a4’ pipe over the 
end for more leverage against air 


tightened lugs. You'll see me at’ 


the roadside jumping up and down 
on the pipe. 

Add slegl tie-downs, covers, 
and gas cans, preferably full. Top 
up the sleds before leaving and 
close gas valves to avoid flooding 
and spills. If your trailer is open 
with no deflector, tape plastic 
shopping bags around your ex- 
posed front suspension to prevent 
grit and roadsalt damage. They 


may flap in the breeze, but a, 


matched set lends a certain ca-’ 
chet. 

When you're ready, don’t for- 
gel maps, reservations, money, 
driver's license, snowmobile reg- 
istration and insurance, sun- 
glasses, camera/film, watch, and 
medical info. And always carry 
spare sled and car keys on your 
person. Many anexhilarating ride 
has been spoiled by a key lost in 
the snow or locked in a vehicle by 
mistake. 

Carry survival and repair kits 
including various spare nuts and 
bolts to fit your sled. Include more 
and better tools than the manufac- 
turer provides.

If all else 
fails, see a Marine barber. 

I -pack spare boot liners so a 
soaker doesn’t mean frozen 
tootsies all daygPhey re no fash- 
10n statement, but I also double as 
slippers for walking around the 
hotel at night. Beats clumping 
about in snowmobile boots. And 
toease those aching muscles, bring 
a bathing suit for the spa. Skivvies 
are a transparent alternative. 

Packing this stuff requires pa- 
tience, ingenuity and practice. 
Start with good leather saddle 
bags. Take my word for it, other 
luggage can’t withstand the 
pounding and you'll end up scat- 
tering your own personal trail for 
miles in your wake. 

Bungee cords and cargo nets 
tie the bags on, anchored to eye- 
bolts drilled through the rear run- 
ning boards. Remember, nothing 
can be too secure because you 
can’t watch your backtrail. My 
theory is that there are never too 
many bungee cords. Experiment 
on short rides, check_your load 
often and ride first so friends can 
pick up your droppings (hope- 
fully before they run them over). 

Obviously, touring requires 
planning and foresight, starting 
with the sled you buy. Look for 
compartments and luggage racks. 
A two-up seat provides extra Car- 
rying space for solo riding. Anda 
back rest becomes an éssential 
anchor pointto stabilize your load. 
Most manufacturers are now mak- 
ing “touring” models specially 
geared to destination 
snowmobilers. Among the best is 
Ski-Doo’s Grand Touring with 
reverse, electric start, hand and 
thumb warmers, and rear view 
murrors. i 

By the way, if you see some- 
one tailgating you this winter, it'll 
probably be yours truly, hoping 
that you haven't learned these 
lessons too well. I’ve lost lots of 
stuff on the trails over the years. 
Maybe you'll drop something I 
need.

Mr. Snider says deer maintain 
a “fine energy balance” through 
the winter months that can be 
easily upset by dog harassment. 

“Deer adapt to winter by re- 
ducing their metabolic. rate. 
Shorter daylight hours in late fall 
trigger the deer’s thyroid gland to 
reduce its output thereby putting 
the deer into a lower metabolic 
State to Save precious calories. 

“The normal winter diet of 


twigs is just not high enough in , 
protein or calories to maintain a - 


deer through winter,” Mr. Snider 


said. “The deer can’t compensate 
by eating more twigs because they 
are not easily digested and a diet 
of twigs takes longer to digest 
than summer foods.” 

He says dogs chasing deer in 
deep snow or in periods of severe 
cold can have a disastrous effect 
on the deer’s sensitive winter en- 
ergy balance. ¢ 

“Fawns are particularly vul- 
nerable to being chased by dogs 
because of their small size and 
lower energy reserves.”

What stands 
out clearly in my mind ts how did 
Sara move around so adeptly in 
comparison.

Environmental Farm Plan designed 
to assess and identify problems 


By D. F. Young 


Most farmers will be some- 
whut fanuhar with the Environ- 
mental Farm Plan Program which 


‘ will hopefully involve a high per- 


centage of Ontano farmers dur- 
ing the next year. 

The Environmental Farm Plan 
Peogram (EFP) was developed 
through the Ontario Farm Envi- 
ronmental Coalition--a farmer’s 
group consisting of the OFA, 
Chnstian Farmers, AgCare and 
the Ontano*Farm Animal Coun- 
cul. The purpose of the program is 
to have individual farmers assess 
therr own environmental farm 
conditions and identify areas of 
strengths and concerns 

Hopetully. a positive: action 
fowards environmental safety will 
discourage government legisla 
tion ata future date. Limited funds 
ure available through the Federal 
Greenplan which makes available 
$500 towards the cost of any ap- 
proved environmental changes. 

The program will be adminis- 
tered by the Soil and Crop Im- 
pro®ement Association which has 
established a peer review group 
in cach county or district. 

Individual confidentiality 1s 
assured--no farmer information 
will be identified or forwarded to 
any government agencies includ- 
ing the Ministry of Environment 
and E nergy. Should you take time 
todo an EFP? A completed EFP is 
an opportunity to assess your farm 
enterprise from an environmental 
point of view and demonstrate 
your environmental concern. 

Likewise. if funds become 
available, an established plan 
should qualify you for any future 
financial assistance. The plan re- 
quires farmers to assess a number 
of environmental factors includ- 
ing wells, septic systems and fuel 
storage systems. Also included is 
the manure system for livestock 
and cultural practices for crop 
production including drainage and 
stream bank control, etc. 

Haying completed tHe proc- 
ess, you do not have to take any 
immediate action. Many solutions 
are simply management changes 
which can, over ume, remedy the 
situation, while others may re- 
quire financial expenditure which 


may not be available at this time. 

The process will all&w you to 
assess your pnionties which you 
can deal with over a time frame. 
Most. farmers will gain informa- 
tion by working through the pro- 
gram. Your cost is a few hours 
studying your farm. 

Five two-day courses are be- 
ing offered in Northumberland 
this wintet. The first day of the 
course 1s Tuesday, Jan. 24that the 
Warkworth United Church; Feb- 
ruary 6th at the Brighton 
OMAFRA office: Feb. 7th at the 


Campbellford Masonic Hall and 
Feb. 1 6that the Cold Springs Hall. 
A fifth date, March 20th, is se- 
lected with the location to be de- 
termined.

He completed over 200 sorties 
in 700 operational hours. He was 
honourably discharged from ac- 
tive service in November of 1945, 
receiving the 1939-45 Star, the 
Burma Star, the Canadian Volun- 
teer Service Medal and Clasp and 
Pilots Flying Badge, 1939-45. His 
love of flying and comradeship 
never died, as he and Mary at- 
tended numerous squadron reun- 
ions all over Canada.

Proper public 
education can prevent 
winter tragedies

Peterborough -Canadian win 
ters are well known for their se 
verity and hardness. Now 1s the 
time to properly prepare for the 
cold in hopes of preventing injury 
or illness. 

Everyone can be at msk for 
getting frostbite and hypothermia 

Hypothermia, if not treated, 
can be fatal. it occurs when a 
person is exposed to cold air, cool 
wind, wet clothing or prolonged 
immersion in water, By defimi- 
tion. hypothermia ts the lowering 
of deep body core temperature 
that depresses normal body fune 
tion, 

The Red Cross feels that proper 
education could prevent people 
from getting frosthite and/or hy 
pothermua and could assist people 
in taking the proper first aid meas- 
ures to effectively deal with the 
signs and symptoms. 

Here are some safety tips to 
prevent cold injuries: 


» Avoid tight gloves. socks and 


footwear -- wear loose-fitting 
clothing: 

» Change damp socks and 
gloves; 


» Stay dry -- put on rain gear 
before you get your feet wet; 

» Cover your head and neck to 
reduce heat loss; 

» Wool is warmer than cotton 
and retains much of its warmth 
even when wet; 

» Never ignore shivering: 

» Stay out of the wind; 

» Do not consume alcohol -- it 
will incr@ase surface blood circu- 
lation and cause a lower body 
temperature..-
